Hearing Resumed at Macon 
Yesterday -- Railroads 
Present Statements 


Macon, Ga., May 13.—The hearing in the 
case of the Georgia Saw Mill Association 
against the Southeastern Freight Asso- 
ciation and the several defendant rail- 
roads composing it was resumed today. 

Counsel for complainants offered addi- 

tional affidavits to show that while the 
rate per ton per mile on other commodi- 
ties had steadily deéreased, the rate on 
lumber per ton per mile had steadily 
increased. 
Copies of circular letters of S. F. Par- 
rott, chairman of the Southeastern 
Freight Association, were introduced to 
show that as the agent of the combined 
defendant roads he dictated rates agreed 
upon by an executive committee. 

Counsel for the defendant railroads 
presented depositions to show that the 
defendants had their own rates, and not 
the Southeastern Freight. Association. 
Statements were also presented to show 
that the railroads north of the Ohio ex- 
acted the full rate on through rate from 
Georgia mills to points beyond Ohio river 
from Cairo to Cincinnati, leaving to the 
lines south ofthe Ohio 2 1-2 to 4 mills 
per ton per mile as their share. 

Defendants charge that = the 
charge on lumber was not equal 
the price of lumber at the mills, as 
claimed by ‘the complainants, and 
claimed that the rates on Wimber were 
lower than the maximum rate on other 
commoadities, 
the defendants that the quality of lumbér 
shipped from Georgia mills was of greater 
value and better quality than claimed.

A plea of nori-jurisdiction having been 
raised. by the defendants, the case in its 
final. determination hangs upon the issue 
raised by the question involved in the 
demurrer’ of the defendants.

Supposed the River Rose During 
Night and Carried Of¢ His Boat 
in Which He Slept—High 
Water Causes Some 
To Shut Down. 


Columbus, Ga., May 13.—(Special.)— 
Slumbering in his. queer craft until the 
rising waters of the swoolen river climbed 
the banks and married the boat and its ec- 
centric occupant out into the whirling 
torrent, Paul Lavonski, popularly known 
as the Herrfiit, a peculiar character who 
has been in Columbus some two years, 
was swept down the Chattahoochee river 
et some hour last night and is now well 
on to the Gulf of Mexico, if he and his 
frail boat have not been swallowed up 
in the raging river. 
 Lavonski, who was a Hungarian, was 
the owner of a queerly constructed house 
boat, which for about a year has lain 


,on the side of the river just above the 


Columbus steamboat wharf. He Was an 
old. man who was eccentric in the ex- 


treme, and was popularly supposed to be 


mentally unbalanced... He slept in his 
boat and ate his meals there. The boat 
was a small affair, the covered portion 
being barely large enough for a man to 
sleep in. Last night he retired as us- 
ual at an early hour. In the early part 
of the night the river rose slowly, but 
from midnight on it rose quite rapidly, 
a rise of some 15 feet in all being re- 
corded. When the people went down to 
the wharf this morning the hermit’s boat 
was gone, the place where it had been 
staying being covered with water, and he 
had also disappeared. Search was made 
for him for a short distance down the 
river, but nothing could be seen of him, 
and it was thought that he has either 
perished or else is well on his way to 
Appalachicola. Many have expressed the 
opinion that the boat in its present state 
could not live in such a river. One theory 
is that the Hungarian purposely set his 
boat adrift and concluded to take chances. 
He was extremely eccentric, and often 
remarked that when he left Columbus no- 
body would know it. 

Lavonski came to this country from 
Alungary a number of years ago. He 


health gave way and he came south: He 
went to the mountains of northeast Geor- 
gia and had him a houseboat built, with 
the idea, he said, of floating down the 
Chattahoochee river to the gulf of Mex- 
ico. His journey to Columbus occupied 
many months and was extremely peril- 
‘ous. Sometimes he was' stuck on rocks 
‘im thé upper river for months at a time, 
but his queer craft finally bumped its 
way through all the sloughs and rapids 
and one night arrived in Columbus. The 
beat could not get over the dams here 
and its.owner stayed at Nerth Highlands 
many months, until. firally a subscription 
was made up and the boat was hauled 
below the dams, being deposited at the 
wharf, where it. was repaired. The her- 
mit had no visible means of support and 
would have starved to death had it not 
been for the charitable people of the city.

Elkes Loses Plucky Race Against

Ten Miles Was Run in the Remark- 
able Time of 14:30—Both Rid 
ers Were Reckless in Their 
Efforts To Win the 
Race, 
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Former 10-mile record, !6-01. 
Last night’s record, 14:30.

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With a whirlwind finish, in  record- 
smashing time, and amid the tumultuous, 
terrific, ear-rending applause from the 
voices, hands and feet of 2,000 persons 
Eibbby Walthour won the 10-mile race 
from Harry Elkes at the Coliseum last 
right by 2-5 of a lap and in the remark- 
able time of 14:30. 

The race was begun last night where 
it was left off Tuesday night, at the end 
cf 3 miles and 3 laps, the riders start- 
ing even and finishing the 6 miles and 7 
laps of the 10-mile race. 

It was by all odds the most sensational 
race ever witnessed on the Atlanta track. 
The pace set was something terrific, 
faster than was ever before attempted, 
and swifter than it was thought a wheel 
could run and hold its own on the At- 
lanta Coliseum track. 

After an attempt and a slip of a cog 
on Dixie, which took several minutes to 
remedy, the race was finally off. From 
the very crack of the pistol it was a 
bitter fight to the finish. Elks, follow- 
ing Newkirk, led in the first mite, and it 
locked for a while as if he was going 
to steadily crawl up on Cammpion Bob 
and take the American flag from around 
kis waist. Harry had about as many 
supporters in the building as Bob, and 
during the time he was leading he was 
cheered to the echo. 

But Turville was up on Candy, Jr., and 
with five minutes after the race was be- 
gun it was evident that he did not intend 
to allow the popular northern rider to 
take the palm from the champion. He 
gradually gave Candy, Jr., a little more 
juice and steadily cut down the lead 
which had been taken by Newkirk and 
Elkes. 

It was nip and tuck, even Steven, up to 
the beginning of the ninth mile. During 
the time that the riders were on an equal 
footing the audience were holding their 
breath in fear, for never before in the 
history of cycle racing in Atlanta were 
the corners of.the track taken in such 
reckjess manner, Every man, woman and 
child in the building expected at any mo- 
ment to see either of the riders go whirl- 
ing over the side and into the boxes, for 
as they would turn the sharp curves in 
the track the slipping of the rear wheels 
of the motors was plainly visible the en- 
tire length of the building. 

When the ninth mile wag begun then it 
was that Candy, Jr., was valled upon to 
Go his best running. Like a thing of life 
the machine responded to the touch of 
Turville. 

Then it was made evident that Bobby 
was the winner. He closed in behind 
Candy and Candy closed in behind E)lkes. 

Newkirk heard Candy. coming and -open- 
ed his throttle wide: With that Turville 
opened Candy’s still wider. Walthour be- 
gan to gradually. shorten the distance be- 
tween himself and Elkes. 

In the last mile the distance between 
them was cut down till at the finish Wai- 
thour was 2-5 of a lap to the good on tne 
plucky northern rider. 

Spectators Go Wild. 

The people arose; they leaped upon the 
benches; they shouted and screamed till 
they were hoarse. Men sent their derbics 
crashing to the top of the building how!l- 
ing with delight, Women screeched and 
screamed and frantically waved their 
dainty handkerchiefs and the ear split- 
ting whistle of the inevitable small boy 
was heard above all the tumult.

Vienna, May 13.~—The Austro-Hungarian 
squadron has been ordered to leave Sa- 
lonica. The turret ship Wien, however, 
will remain there. 

The request of Prince Ferdinind of 
Bulgaria for an audience with Emperor 
Francis Joseph has apparently becn re- 
fuced. Prince Ferdinand passed through 
Vienna and Budapest, returning to Sos» 
fia, where he arrived today. While there 
he had no communication with the Aus- 
trian foreign office.

New York, May 13.—Pending the arbi- 
tration-of their grievances most of the 
6,000 strikers returned to work on the sub- 
way today. 

Twelve hundred members of one union 
of the rock men_and excavators refused 
to obey the instructions of their president 
to return to work. Their reason was that 
if they did so they would be assessed for 
the support of other members of their 
union, who are on a strike from various 
tuildings.

gress of American Surgeons 


Alleged That the Operation on Lolita 
Armour Has Not Been Entirely 
Successful--The Little Boy 
Operated on by Lo- 
renz Died, 


Washington, May 13—The methods of 
professor Adolph Lorenz, the Austrian 
surgeon, in the treatment of congenital 
hip disease and club feet, furnished the 
feature of general interest at the meet- 
ings. of the American Surgical and Or- 
thepedic Associations. To the surgical 
association the case of Charles Willet, 
operated upon last November by Dr. 
Lorenz for club feet, was presented. Al- 
though one of excessive difficulty, the 
’ operation was pronounced a perfect suc- 
cess. No discussion specially condemna- 
tory of Lorenz's method was elicited, but 
gome of the more conservative members 
of the association were adverse in their 
oriticisms. 

The statement was made that the op- 
eration of Dr. Lorenz upon Lolita Ar- 
mour, daughter of J. Ogden Armour, of 
Chicago, to perform which the Austrian 
surgeon had come to the United States, 
had not proved entirely successful. It 
was evident from the tone of the discus- 
sion that a majority of the surgeons in 
attendance were supporters of the Lorenz 
methods. No action, however, was taken. 

The storm center of the discussion of 
the Lorenz method was at the session of 
the American Orthopedic Association, be- 
fore which Dr. A. J. Steele, of St. Louls, 
cited the,case of a boy 8 years old, af- 
flicted with hip disease, who had been 
operated upon by the Austrian surgeon 
and subsequently had died of meningetis. 
He did not attribute the death directly 
to the operation, but warned his col- 
‘Jeagues that the Lorenz methods ought 
to be employed with great care. 

Dr. H. Augustus Wilson, of the Jeffer- 
gon hospital, Philadelphia, presented a 
report upon twenty-three cases observed 
in the hospital, eight of which were op- 
erated upon. by Dr. Lorenz. / Dr. .Wilson 
made a defense of the Lorenz methods 
and, as he had assisted the Austrian sur- 
geon in all the cases presented, his judg- 
ment carried great weight. 

Dr. W. M. L. Coplin, of Philadelphia, 
reported the case of a 7-year-old girl who 
died after Dr. Lorenz had operated upon 
her, death, in the view of Dr. Coplin, 
being due to shock. 

Dr. Gwilym G. Davis, of the University 
ef Pennsylvania, read a paper in which 
fie maintained that the Lorenz methods 
were too severe and that they had been 
decu...panied by injuries, paralysis and 
death. 

Dr. Rosswell Park, of Buffalo, one of 
the surgeons who attended the late Pres- 
ident McKinley, did not approve of the 
freaking of bones and the impairment of 
tissues incident to the operations of Pro- 
fessor Lorenz. 

Dr. Moore, of Minneapolis, thought the 
term ‘“‘bloodless surgery,’ applied to the 
Lorenz method, was unfortunate, as it 
appealed strongly to parents who wished 
their children to be cured without the 
use of the knife. The fact was that a 
Clean incision would be less bloody than 
an operation by the Lorenz method.

New York Physician Claims 
To Have Made Remarkable 
Discovery.

New York, May 13.—A physician of this 
city claims to have made the discovery 
that a patient can be massaged back to 
life. He announced this method of resus- 
citiation at the meetings of the New York 
Academy of Medicine. 

The doctor has been experimenting along 
this line for a year of more on dogs, and 
in many cases has been entirely success- 
ful. In one cage, a dog, the heart of 
which had stopped beating for about a 
quarter of an hour, was revived by the 
treatment and lived for several hours 
afterwards. 

The method is to make a small incision 
between the ribs without cutting the 
benes. The fingers are then thrust into the 
opening -behind the heart. A few gentle 


pressures; on-the heart is all that is re-. 


quired, it is claimed, to revive the circu- 
lation, In conjunctién with this process 


is an artificial respiration produced wiih’ 
a pump. A tube is attached to the pump 1 


and inserted into the patient's throat as 
far as the wind pipe.

Jt has been proposed to chang> the name 
ef the Protestant Episcopal church to 
the Catholic Church of America. The 
‘Bishop's address, as far as it relates to 
this, and a communication asking that 
fhe convention express its opinion on & 
change in name, were referred to a com- 
mittee . at will report tomorrow morn- 
ing. The question of the name has been

In his report. the bishop gave a review 
of the work of the church In Georgia 
during the year. Regarding church 
schools, he said: 

“In casting up the account of the past 
year I cannot disguise the pain and 
mortification which I suffer in the preva- 
lent indifference to church schools, sig- 
nalized by the enforced abandonment of 
our Bishop Elliott School for Girls. A 
profound oonviction of the necessity of 
such provision for our white children, of 
all grades of society, is borne in upon 
me daily by facts and conditions which 
shadow forth the paganism of our mod- 
ern educational methods.” 

Of the proposed change in name, the 
bishop said, in part: 

“By a joint resolution of the general 
convention of 1901, a committee, composed 
of five members of each order, was. or- 
dered to ascertain, as far as possible, the 
mind of church people in general in refer- 
ence to the subject of a change of the 
name of this church. This joint commit- 
tee has requested information of each 
diocesan convention, whether it does or 
does not desire that the name of the 
Protestant Episcopal church in the 
United States of America shall be 
changed at this time, and if it does so 
desire, what name it wishes substituted 
therefor. If the subject be introduced 
by a resolution from the floor of this 
house, the chair will entertain it, as prop- 
er and regular. The change, not really 
of the name, but of the official desig- 

, nation of that branch or portion of the 
i Catholic church to which, under God, we 
‘owe our allegience 2s only less. serious 
than the retention of a title which is un- 
‘fortunate, unnecessary, equivocal, mis- 
leading and obsolete, and is strong only 
on theory of possession as law. For

vague, unarticulated nonentity. The 
Protestant church,., containing an aggre- 
gation of all non-Roman sects and divi- 
sions, is as apt and accurate expression 
as would be the pagan society to include 
Mohammedanism, Buddhism, Brahmin- 
ism, Zoroasterism and Confucianism. The 
whole title is dissonant from the creed 
and misleading in reference to origin 
and historic continuity and gives counte- 
nance and support to the blunder con- 
stantly and glady used by opponents 
from all quarters that the church was 
founded by Henry VIII, that vexatious 
monarch defender of the papacy until it 
overruled his headstrong selfishness and 
despoiled the Church of England, starv-

In Chicago 86 women are butchers, 


11,444 are laborers, 183 are iron and 


steel workers, 129 are saloon’ keepers, 
548 are physicians and surgeons, and 
475 are barbers and hairdressers. In 
the list of bookkeepers and account- 
ants there is one woman to every'two 
men. Of stenographers and typewrit- 
ers, only 1,662 men are left to the 8,113 
women who have invaded the field and 
carried it off in their notebooks. As 
bookbinders there are 1,612 women 
and only 1,253 men. The paper-box 
makers number 1,036 women, as 
against 311 men, and as teachers in 
schools and colleges there are 7,200 
women to only 1,591 men. 

But maybe the weaker sex are only 
changing places with the men. The 
New York Times shows that in that 
city the family washerwoman has 
been superseded by the family “wash- 
erman,” and there is a “new method” 
laundry on the west side where an 
extra charge is made for shirts on the 
strength of the fact that the: ironing 
is done by men. The men succeed 
better than the women, partly on ac- 
count of their greater strength, it is 
said, and the “‘washerman” is especial- 
ly appreciated by the wearers of high- 
grade colored shirts. Men waiters, 
chefs and stewards have the prefer- 
ence, and even the unspeakable kitch- 
en servant is preferably replaced with 
a male skillet-rattler. 

After all, time may adjust this mat- 
ter by allowing the masculine part of 
humanity to keep house for the wo- 
man who toils down town, or fill the 
places she has come to regard with 
withering scorn. 

Man must continue to worry along 
somehow, if the race is to be permit- 
ted to survive.

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The Southern Convict Problem. 
One of the most valuable addresses 
before the recent Conference of Char- 
ities and Correction in this city was 
that of Dr. Frederick H. Wines. He 
spoke concerning the negro convict 
and the difficulties encountered by the 
southern states in déaling with him. 
Dr. Wines has had the advantage of 
personal inspection of the convict 
camps and penitentiaries of the south 
and he brought out frankly and 
strongly his ideas of what should be 
done with the southern convicts, of 
whom the great majority are negroes. 
In the first place, he noted the 
fundamental, difficulty that lies in the 
negro’s lack ef a sense of shame. He 
aoes not look upon his act as any- 
thing justly punishable and sees no 
degradation in a sentence to the chain- 
gang or penitentiary. The tendency 
of the negroes to lionize their return- 
ed convicts rather than ostracize them 
is destructive to the ordinary meth- 
ods employed for the reformation of 
white convicts. 

Another obstruction lies in the fu- 
tility of eppealing to the negro con- 
vict through religious considerations. 
There is not findable anywhere as 
much religion to the square inch ef the 
surface of a man as is in the average 
negro, Dr. Wines said he had seen 
as many as six religious services in 
progress at the sam> time in the same 
camp—convict preachers and exhort- 
ers dispensing the gospel to eager and 
vociferous crowds of their fellow con- 
victs. In this connection he recalled 
the ejaculation‘/of the old colored 
brother who said: “I’se broke all de 
ten commandments, but, bless God, I 
ain't yit lost my religion!” 

As to education the problem is yet 
more difficult. The negro does not 
work well in confinement and is not 
suited to. technical indoor trades. 
And very naturally the southern peo- 
ple reject the costly plan of keeping 
their convicts inside walls and giving 
them every working day in the year a 
better education than it is possible to 
give to their own honest white chil- 
dren outside of prison walls. Hence 
he did not believe manual and trade 
training of negro convicts an availa- 
ble and just system of the prison prob- 
lem in the south. 

Mining with convicts is less objec- 
tionable, but it also has the drawback 
of making impossible proper surveil- 
lance and in the rooms of the mines 
are perpetrated practices too horrible 
for mention. They become the nest- 
ing places of a bestiality that in many 
cases leads. the liberated convict into 
that crime to punish which the mob, 
the rope and the stake are ever ready. 

Finally, the only humane and accep- 
table system of convict treatment in 
the south is that of farming for the 
state or railroad building, under the 
control of state officers. The leasing 
system Dr. Wines considers specula- 
tive and demoralizing to the public 
conscience. 

These are the observations of: an 
experienced penologist. He indulges 
in no invidious criticism and makes 
no offensive comparisons. He simply 
says the methods employed with con- 
victs in the norta are absolutely inad- 
equate to serve the conditions of the 
south, where the PeErS is the abound- 
ing convict. | 

Bate commend these. sane and help- 
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: To Srevent Race Suicide, 
The latest suggestion. tor 
vention of “race suicide” comes, as is 
most natural, from. Boston. This ‘is 
the American Mothers’ Birth Insur- 
ance Company, which was chartered 
in Massachusetts last week and has as 
its president Mrs. Anna G. Fall. 

According to Mrs. Fall’s explanation 
of the company and its work, neither 
Dr. Eliot nor President Roosevelt was 
consulted, but a Cambridge lady, Mrs. 
Estelle M. Hatch Merrill, is accredited 
with being the origina or of the 
project. Mrs. Mary A. Livermore is 
one of the directors. There was some 
question among the state house offi- 
cials as to their authority to grant a 
charter, but Insurance Commissioner 
Cummins finally gave his approval. 

The aim of the company, as outlined 
by its promoters, is to enlist young 
womén as members and policy hold- 
ers, the policy being for a specified 
sum, payable when a child is born. 
Mrs. Fall is quoted as saying, “Young 
women howadays do not marry be- 
cause they are afraid to have children. 
We propose to make it an object for 
fhem to become mothers.” 

Appendicitis Figures. 

Much has been said of fecent years 
about the prevalence and danger of 
uppendicitis, and there is a general 
belief that the dread disease is very 
much on the increase. Physicians, 
however, contend, that the disease is 
little, if any, more prevalent than be- 
fore, but only more talked about and 
better understood by the profession. 
If the latter be true, the fear of sur- 
gical operations should decrease. 

The fatalities attending operations 
for appendicitis are far from reassur- 
ing, and until the danger is reduced 
to a minimum, the popular fear of 
this disease will continue. Dr. Ed- 
ward Andruss, a Missouri physician of 
some note, recently advanced in a 
medical paper the theory that opera- 
tions for appendicitis should be per- 
formed on all infants before they 
are more than a month old. He 
says it has been demonstrated 
that the vermiform appendix is 
an entirely superfluous part of 
the human anatomy; that the opera- 
tion on infants is not attended with 
any appreciable degree of danger; and 
that it should be generally practiced 
for precautionary reasons. 

Dr. Andruss seems to presuppose 
that appendicitis is a general disease, 
whereas the lay impression of it is 
that it is a‘ rather exclusive disease, 
somewhat like gout in that regard. 
The danger to the “plain people” has 
not been so apparent. 

Be this as it may, the average man 
is ‘certainly not in sufficient danger 
from the disease to warrant universal 
surgical operations upon infants. The 
Jlatest census’ statistics show that 
while operations for appendicitis are 
much more common because of med- 
ical insistence that the operation be 
performed, in the period covered by 
the census year there were but 5,111 
deaths from appendicitis, notwith- 
standing the application of the sur- 
geon’s knife. 

Most people will prefer to take 
chances by keeping their vermiform 
appendices intact. 
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For Cuban Annexation. 
Senator Newlands, of Nevada, an- 
nounces that he will renew his efforts 
to have congress extend a formal in- 
vitation to Cuba to become a part of 
the United States. 

Senator Newlands will make a de- 
termined effort to secure the approval 
by his colleagues of his resolution 
looking to annexation, and will, when 
the Cuban question goes before con- 
gress at the extra session, seek to 
have it added to such a bill or joint 
resolution as may be adopted for the 
purpose of making effective the pro- 
visions of the Cuban _ reciprocity 
treaty. : 

A good many people throughout the 


that any talk of annexation on the 
part of the people of the United States, 
or of their representatives in congress, 
will be resented by the Cubans. Sen- 
ator Newlands disagrees with them. 
Instead of the offer being in the na- 
ture of an insult or affront, Senator 
Newlands believes the Cubans should 
look upon it as a compliment and, 
further, he believes that they will so 
regard it. There is nothing in his 
proposition to give offense. His the- 
ory is that the annexation of Cuba 
to the United States is inevitable and 
that the feelings of the Cuban people 
would be hurt very much less by a 
magnanimous offer from the stronger 
government than by being forced at 
some time in the future to come beg- 
ging for admission. 

It may be that tne Cuban people will 
not care to avai] themselves of this 
‘offer at this time. ‘That is their priv- 
ilege. So long as conditions in the 
islands are peaceful and neither the 
health of the United States nor the 
interests of her citizens are menaced, 
there will be no possible excuse for 
tnis government infringing in any way 
upon the independence of the republic. 
Even the most ardent annexationist 
does not contemplate the use of force. 
All men, however, consider it probable 
that the time will come, perhaps not 
in the far future, when the Cubans 
will regard it to their advantage ‘to 
come into the American union, where 
they properly belong, and the way for 
this step will be made easier by some 
such standing offer as is contained in 
the Newlands arena 
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treaties to boom iradé on. 

We have embarked ona policy in the 
Far East.that opens a path that in my 
judgment is not for ‘s* tfue trade ex 
pansion. If the Philippines ‘produced ar- 
ticles that cannot be raised advanta- 
geously nearer home it would be to one 
interest to buy ffom them. But of such 
products there is only one, the far-famed 
manila hemp, which it has so far. been 
found impossible .to successfully grow 
outside the Philippines. So outside of 
trade in manila hemp we can expand our 
trade with the Philippines only at the 
expense of our trade with the West In- 
dies and South America, ‘which, by its 
nature, must be most advantageous trade. 
Trade with the Phitippines is in unnatu- 
ral channels. What. we need to extend 
our foreign trade in profitable: directions 
is not territorial expansion, put a customs 
union with all the Americas. The only 
argument set forth to support the policy 
of buying tropical products in the Far 
East is to avail of the cheapness of these 
products, a cheapness dué to cheap labor 
of that part’of the world. But to pur- 
chase in those markets we must suffer 
the loss of the extra sum paid on 
transportation amounts because of the 
wide separation of producer and con- 
sumer. And to avail of the cheapness 
in Ortental markets, 
South American and West Indian mar- 
kets, when such cheapness is due to 
cheaper labor, is but to entail upon our- 
selves a loss equal to the difference 
between the greater cost of - bringing 
the produce from the Far East, the more 
distant markets, and the Jower cost of 
bringing similar produce from the coun- 
tries of this hemisphere, which for us are 
much the nearer markets, of course, 
where cheapness is not due to cheaper 
labor but to some natural cause, then it is 
to our advantage to avail of such cheap- 
ness. In other words, where any other 
people have a natural advantage over 
us in the production of some article, and 
that advantage enables them to produce 
at a lesser cost of labor and energy 
than we can, a lesser cost more than 
equal to the increased cost that purchas- 
ing from them will put us to an amount 
of increased cost of transportation, then 
it is to our advantage to buy such article, 
not to keep out such article by tariff du- 
ties and strive to produce it for ourselves. 
And when there are several lands equally 
enjoying such natural advantages then 
it is to our great advantage to buy in 
tne nearest and thus keep down our 
Outlay on transportation to as small a 
figure as* possible. And nearly all those 
products that we cannot produce on terms 
of equality with all the world, so far as 
natural conditions favorable to produc- 
tion are concerned, are trapical products, 


| and product conditions for the production 


of which are just as favorable in the 
countries lying to the south of us as any- 
where on the globe. 

Consequently, from sti¢h countries as 
the nearest we: should buy’ in ‘preference 
to the lands of the Far’ Hast. Further 
there are many things which we pro- 
duce, but which such codtintries’ canndt 
produce to advantage. Thus these trop- 
ical countries lying’ to the: south of us 
cannot produce to any ‘advantage the 
wheat and flour they consume; they can- 
not produce to’any economic advantage 
many articles of manufacture, for they 
are lacking in coal fields. So it is to 
their advantage to buy such. products, 
buy them in. exchange for the. peculiar 
products. of..the tropics, and these things 
we can supply them with. What is more, 
being nearest to them, they should nat- 
urally look to us. 

So between the United: States and the 
countries and islands south there exist all 
the elements for a mutually advantageous 
trace, a trade more advantageous for all 
than any other foreign trade can_possi- 
bly be. Therefore, I would encourage 
it to the extent of establishing a com- 


| mercial union that would secure absolute 


free trade between all the countries of 
the western hemisphere, and give a 
common tariff to all, and, of course, a 
fair division and distribution of all cus- 
toms receipts among thém, 

Into such union I would welcome Can- 
ada, for trade should be as free between 
Montreal and Chicago as between New 
York and Philadelphia. Of course, such 
extensions of a common tariff would 
greatly derange the revenue system of 
all countries concerned and oblige all to 
look up new ‘sources’ of revenue. But I 
would have no regrets for such rear- 
rangement and the disappearance to some 
extent of the practice of raising reve- 
nues by tariff duties. Indeed, such du- 
ties being levied on consumption, and 
largely on articles of general consump- 
tion, partake much of the nature of per 
capita taxes, as such are inequitable and 


their supercession by juster taxes, taxes, 


imposed not upon men’s needs, but upon 
what they have, should be welcomed. 
The plans I suggest for a commercial 
union of all the Americas is not Utopian; 
it is workable and wise, and therefore 
such commercial union should be secured 
by the American people. 

I have said the people of the United 
States should not work to establish trade 
with the Far East to prejudice to Amer- 
ican trade, and I have given the rea- 
sons for the opinion I hold. There are 
many good reasons why trade with China 
and Japan should greatly increase, and 
on natural lines. There are many rea- 
sons why Americans should embark with 


Chinese in operations within the Chinese 


empire. In fact, I believe, no such field 
for great and profitable enterprises is now 
open as in China. While there is little 
reason to look for any great expansion 
of the Chinese markets for American or 
British or any other foreign goods, there 
are reasons for a belief that the Chi- 
nese are about to awaken and introduce 
many improvements of America and Eu- 
rope in the development of China. TI have 
reason to believe the Chinese, who must 
direct if not control this development, 
would prefer American to European co- 
operation. 

China is beyond a doubt a country of 
unsurpassed natural resources. It is also 
unquestioned that these great resources 
remain undeveloped. There are great 
anthracite coal fields in northern China 
undoubtedly more extensive and appar- 
ently richer than the anthracite fields of 
Pennsylvania. - There are bituminous 
fields that can be paralleled, if at all, only 


by our own; there are rich fron deposits 


in close proximity to the coal, such as 
promise the production of fron and steel 


for China’s development at prices at 


which American and British and Ger- 
man iron masters cannot hope to lay 
down iron and steel in China, There is

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MONG the prominent men who at- | 
tended the recent annual meeting of 
the National Conference of Charities 
and Correction in Atlanta was Dr. D. C. 
‘who ts chief of the division of charities 
of the finance department of Greater New 
York. Dr. Potter furnished afi interést- 
ing interview regarding the operations ot | 
the charity department of the metropolis 
before his departure for his home. The 
interview will be read with interest by 
those who are connected with the munici- 
pal government of Atlanta and by those 
who are interested in charity work in this 
vicinity. 

In speaking of the charity department 
of Greater New York, Dr. Potter said: 

“Measured by the extent and magnitude 
of what she dces for the needy and suffer- 
ing, New York is the most charitable 
city in the world. There are European 
governments of the larger class who do 
not expend so much money for. charity 
or education. Moreover, the city secures 
results commensurate with this expendi- 
ture. This leaning to charitable work 
through private institutions is not an 
accident or a fad, but a policy. | 

“About forty years ago, at a time when 
the city’ and the state were burdened 
with the cost of the civil war and the 
needs of delinquent and dependent chil- 
dren were preasing, the city encouraged, 
private societies to undertake the care of’ 
both these classes. In mé@ny instances 
the authorities provided a location for an 
institution upon unimproved city land 
at the nominal interest of $1 per annum. 
The state legislature preyided for main- 
tenance and support in the institution by 
granting fixed sums. In some instances 
they contributed toward the erection of 
buildings, and all charitable property 
was freed from taxation. The underly- 
ing idea was that the city could obtain 
in this way the services of many of the 
most intelligent private individuals, who 
would give their time to this work for 
charity and the love of it, and without 
pay. This motive was regarded, if possi- 
ble, as of mofe important than is gener- 
ally ascribed to. charitable and religious 
work, which ys claim to” exemption 
from taxation 

“That the principle was a sound one 
und the expectation justified is illustrated 
by the fact that there are now nearly 4,000 
trained teachers, helpers, nurses, care- 
takers afid managers among ‘the Catholic 
sisterhoods conducting _ the ~ institutions. 
for their children amd the hospitals. 
Their only remuneration is their living. 
They slave their lives away looking for 
no earthly. reward. It is not likely that. 
8,000 hired servants could take . their 
places and the additional cost would be 
an enermous sum. 

“Prior to the year 1900 all the institutions 
assisted by ‘the elty received lump sums 
from the publié treasury, and the minute 
examination of, the expenditure was diffi- 
cult.

Since 
that year the whole ‘system has been 
changed. Lump sums are no longer pro- 
vided. The institutions present bills for 
& population actually resident; the his- 
tory of which has been wholly investigat- 
ed, and the payments are’ made upon a 
per capita and per diem basis.

$2 per week; delinquents .at..$110 per an- 
num, and infants at 38 cents per day un- 
til 2 years old.

“The caring for these dependent and de- } 
linquent classes has become both a 
ecience and a business, with a method all 
its own, and the magnitude of it is not 
expected or appreciated. 

Some Helpful Figures. 

“The Catholics maintain twenty-three 
institutions for children; some are for 
Gependent children only, some reformato- 
rles, some for infants. Some of thes¢é 
institutions have the best build- 
ings and equipment in the world 
and they are the largest. Per- 
haps the Foundling hospital at Sixty- 
eighth street and Third avenue, conduct- 
ed by the sisters of charity, with Sister 
Teresa Vincent as manager, is the fincst 
illustration as to size and value and as 
an example of intelligence and able man- 
egement is a model. A column would 
not suffice for its description. These 
twenty-three institutions have a plant 
valued, but underestimated, at $7,752,043.11. 
The city pays these Catholic institutions 
for the care and maintenance of about 
12,000 childrén per annum, and the insti- 
tytions support large numbers not ac- 
cepted as city charges or committeed by 
the courts.

The Center of City Charities. 

“The organization of the city govern- 
ment is such that all of the departments 
center ‘n the department of finance or 
ir. the comptroller, Hon. Edward M. 
Grout. His hand is on every lever. He 
tcuches and safeguards the remotest lim- 
it of civic power. This is true of all the 
¢ity outgo, through the work done in the 
various city departments. The comp- 
troller chooses to keep within his own 
office the bureau of charities, having to 
@o with all the payments and affairs 
of these private institutions maintaining 
the wards of the city. : 

“By the maghitude of his operations 
the comptroller is himself.the chief char- 
ity commissioner of the city.

“New York has never quibbled about 
money for education, and perhaps in a 
more striking degree the same is true 
of its ¢harities. The figures given above 
do not by any means represent the chari- 
ties of New York; they only represent 
those conducted by the city itself. There 
are seventeen maternity hospitals, with 
property valued at $6,347,000, and in these 
institutions the city paid last year $421,- 
700.78 for 1,019 maternity cases, There are 
thirty-nine private hospitals in the city 
of Greater New York to which the city 
sends its patients, the public hospitals 
being the very smallest part of its work. 
The -city paid last year $368,739.99, or it 
Bave 502,109 days of medical or surgical 
treatment to its city dependents. The 
private hospitals in the city have a prop- 
erty valuation of $11,285,870.95, and what 
was said about the care of delinquent and 
dependent children in the private insti- 
tiftions is equally true of the care be- 
stowed upon the city patients in the pri- 
vate hospitals. 


The Church Charities. 

“There are of all denominations 1,242

$100,000 per annum in charity work alone.

Spicuous in the educational and char- 
itable world.

HE FATE OF LEE 


Argument Will Conclude and 


Verdict of Sanity Means He Will Go 
to the Gallows, but if Found In- 
sane He Will Be Sent to 
the State Asylum at 
Milledgeville. 


The Millard Lee insant.y trial will con- 
clude today and the fate of the prisoner 
will be determined. On the issue de- 
pends whether he shall pay the penalty 
on the gallows or whether he shall be 
confined in the state insane asylum at 


Milledgeville. 

The argument of counsel was begun 
yesterday and one speech remains to be 
made. Attorney Reuben R. Arnold, Jr., 
leading counsel for Lee, will make the 
closing argument this morning and Judge 
L. 8. Roan, before whom the case is 
being tried, will then deliver his charge 
to the jury, after which.the twelve men 
will retire to formubate their verdict. 

Lee is being tried to determine his men- 
tal condition at the present time, Should 
the jury find him sane, the sentence of 
death 4mposed on him on his conviction 
of fhe charge of murder would be in 
force, while if he should be found insane, 
the effect of the verdict would be to place 
him in the state insane asylum until he 
should recover his mental powers. In the 
event he recovered his sanity he could 
then be taken from the asylum and exe- 
cuted. 

Three speeches were made during the 
session yesterday. Attorney Harvey Hill, 
son of Solicitor Hill, who is associated 
with Attorney Arnold in the case, made 
the opening argument for the defense, 
presenting his side of the case in a 
strong and clear manner. Attorney Hill 
was followed by Attorney Claude Smith, 
who is assisting Solcitor Hill for the 
state. He made an excellent argument 
and brought out the state’s contentions 
forcibly. 

Solicitor Hill Speaks. 

Solicitor Hill concluded for the state 
in one of his characteristic eloquent ef- 
forts. He began speaking on the recon- 
vening of court for the afternoon session 
at 1:30 o’clock and spoke for two hours 
and twenty minutes. He handled the 
evidence in detail, assailing the testi- 
mony for the defense and declaring it to 
be flimsy “and trashy. His speech was in- 
terspirsed with a number of those beau- 
tiful and touching flights of oratory for 
which he is noted. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Hill's argu- 
ment, Judge Roan announced that the 
argument would not be finished until this 
morning, as Mr. Arnold had stated that 
ne was indisposed and did not feel well 
enough to speak yesterday afternoon. 

The largest crowd of spectators that 
has attended any of the sessions of the 
present trial was present during the af- 
ternoon. A number of people were unable 
to obtain seats and stood throughout the 
speech of the solicitor.

M Orleans, secretary of the National 

American Woman's Suffrage As- 
S0ciation, addressed a large audience at 
Carnegie hall yesterday afternoon and 
inspired a new interest in the principles 
of the organization in Atlanta. 

Ajthough a very young woman, Miss 
Gordon speaks from the standpoint of ex- 
perience as well as theory and succeeded 
in convincing even those prejudiced 
among her hearers that women not only 
had the right to vote, but that their vote 
based on honest conviction and sincerity 
of purpose, was necessary in the present 
etatus of American politics. She referred 
to the experience of the Louisiana wom- 
en and the ballot, and the fact that it 
was through the Era Club, of New Or- 
leans, that limited suffrage was granted 
them. It was in 1898 that the legislature 
of Louisiana during the constitutional 
convention granted women the privilege 
of voting on all matters pertaining to 
taxation. 

General advantage was not taken of 
this legislation until later, when in the 
city of New Orleans an effort was being 
made to have certain municipal laws 
passed pertaining to the sanitation of the 
city. It was discovered that there were 
15,000 women taxpayers, and to these the 
members of the New Era Club appealed, 
urging their cooperation with the men 
voters desiring the new sanitary im- 
provements. 

For the first time there was a tremend- 
ous vote cast by the women, the law 
Was passed and since that time, Miss 
Gordon explained, there has been just 
appreciation of woman's suffrage.

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STATE 
AT SAVANNAH 


Advisory Board Made Report 
to Governor on State 
Encampment. 


_— 


The state military advisory board sub- 
mitted its report yesterday to Governor 
Terrell, and in this report it recom- 
mends that the annual rifle contest be- 
tween the troops of the state be held 
this year on the Avondale range at Sa- 
vannah, , 

Both Savannah and Macon were appli- 
cants for the contest this year, but it 
is stated that the Savannah range has 
the advantage over that at Macon, par- 
ticularly as relates te practice with the 
Krag-Jorgensen rifle, with which the 
traops will be armed at that time. 

The board recommends that this shaot 
be held in August, which will be after 
the military encampment has been con- 
cluded. It is more than probable that 
}the governer will approve these recom- 
mendations. 

The advisory board recommended that 
the military, encampment of the treops 
should begin either June 15 or 22. Not 
more than two regiments will be in camp 
at the same time hecause the state has 
not sufficient eamp equipment for more 
than this number. 

A number of suggestions were made 
as to the places at which the different 
regiments should go into camp. All of 
them, it would seem, are anxious to go 
Some distance from home. The governor, 
however, is very doubtful abeut having 
the authority to encamp any regiment 
at any point outside of its’ own terri- 
tory, unless it be at the camp ground 
owned by the state, which is at Grif- 
fin. Governor Terrell’s idea is to put 
all the troops at desirable points, but 
At the same time to have an eye to econ- 


omy. 

While nothing definite has been heard 
from Washington with regard to the 
availability of the $41,000 which is there 
to the credit of Georgia’s proportion of 
the equipment fund, it is generally be- 
Heved that it will be forthcoming to 
pay the expenses of the encampment as 
Soon as it is needed. This depends 
largely on the result of the inspection 
of the state troeps which is now being 
made by Major French, of the Sixteenth 
infantry. In order to complete the in- 
spection ag soon as possible and in time 
for the state encampment, it is expected 
that Major French wil] ask for an as- 
sistant. Colonel William G. Obear, in- 
spector general of sfate troops, is now 
with him in south Geargia.

Opened firm a* an advance of 4@27 points, 
and ruled more active and excited than 
during any previous sessiog this season. 
The opening gdven@ was the immediate 
result of sensationally strong Liverpool 
cables, which reported futures about 10@ 
13 points higher than expected, while 
spot cotton was in good demand with 
sales of 18,000 bags at 6d. This, coming 
at a time when many in the trade had 
been anticipating a declining rather 
than an advancing tendency, proved ut- 
terly demwrelizing, and shorts covered 
from every direction. At the higher lev- 
els of the morning, however, the liquida- 
tion by longs was enormous and proved 
sufficient to momentarily check the ad- 
vcneing tendency. Then there was 4an- 
other mad rush of buying orders, and 
while the excitement at the opening had 
been intense, It was now surpassed, while 
the trading was the most active ever 
witnessed on the floor of the New York 
«exchange, The bull clique, which had 
gold so freely during the early hours, 
turned insistent buyers of July and Au- 
gust, while houses with European con- 
rections and New Orleans interests were 
also urgent buyers. Private cables al- 
tributed the advance at Liverpool to de- 
wand in the absence o7 sellers, and 
to the demand for spot cotton, leading 
to predictions thag the tactics employed 
so successfully in bulling the New Or- 
leans market were now to be used by 
the Liverpool bulls, who, it was thought, 
mere endeavoring to get control ‘of the 
spot supplies available in that market.

Engineers. have inspected the cellar and 
several attempts - have been made. to 
stop the flow of water, all without suc-
